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SOME THOUGHTS ON THE INCARNATION. 


Neither the first creation nor the Incarnation 
were absolutely necessary, since God suffices for Him- 
self. But God did create, and He chose to carry His 
creative act to its highest possible expression ; in other 
words to extrinsicate Himself, to become incarnate, 
and unite the creature to Himself. 


What a mockery must be the Christmas message 

of peace, in one aspect, to the people of Europe this 

rear! Yet they are not out of reach of the loftier tid- 
ings of joy announced by the heavenly messenger. 


If God could form a body for Eve out of the sub- 
stance of Adam, why could He not form a body for 
Christ out of the substance of a woman without any 
concurrent secondary cause? 


Verily the Kingdom of the Prince of Peace is not 
of this world; He begins His reign from a bed of straw 
in a cave gh the hillside of a little town; His first cour- 
tiers are poor and humble shepherds; His legates to 
the nations were of the “weak of the world.” Yet “of 
His kingdom there will be no end’ ’—neither in time, 
nor in space, nor in the number of His loyal subjects. 


The twofold purpose of the Incarnation is well 
expressed in the angels’ Gloria: to give “glory to God 
in the highest and on earth peace to mea of good will.” 


“The heavens had narrated the glory of God”, so 
had the holy men of several thousand years, so had the 
angels of heaven, but their praises and homages and 
worship were essentially limited, as proceeding from 
finite sources. In the Incarnation the Blessed Trinity 
was, for the first time, adored and glorified in an ade- 
quate, in an infinite manner. 


Heaven and earth are reconciled; from a crib in- 
finite glory is rendered unto God in the highest 
heavens; and God, from His throne of majesty, sends 
a message of peace to earth. 


Only they “who are Christ's’, who, with clear 
consciences, washed souls, and pure hearts, rejoice on 
this day “because there is born a Savior, Who is Christ 
the Lord”, are made partakers of Heaven’s peace. 
Many people keep this day with far different disposi- 
tions, prompted by far different motives; to them the 
“light shineth, but the darkness doth not comprehend 
lye 


You, who wonder how divinity could be united to 
humanity, should first explain haw soul and bedy are 
united to constitute one nature. 


By the Incarnation we learn all the great lessons 
of importance—God’s love for us, the creatures of His 
hands, the inestimable value of our souls, the unspeak- 
able malice of sin, the vanity of all things material, 
the “one thing necessary.” 


I see Jesus born in the hearts of one hundred mil- 
lion Catholics on Christmas morn—a birth which is 
commemorated by the third Mass, which is said by all 
priests on the feast of the Nativity of our Lord, and 
which alone would make the observance of Christmas 
worth while. Would that, ever after, all “would live 
soberly, and justly and godly in this world.” 
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ON UNITY OF ORGANIZATION, 


After unity of planning comes unity of action. As human society 
goes, unity of action is only possible when there is unity of organization. 
Man is so much a social being that all his activities run along the lines 
of association and organization. Now the problem of complete unity 
among the Catholics of America lies in this, that there exist a number of 
comparatively smal] organizations, which must be taken into account and 
brought together if we are to have a large unity of action. 

How ‘shall we so continue these organizations that from our many 
societies may spring that unity and unison of action which we need to 
solve the problems of the Church? The problem is greatly in the hands 
of the leaders of these organizations. Any society which has “Catholic” 
in its title is committed to the universal interest of the Church. Even if 
it be a parish club, its ultimate purpose must be to promote the welfare of 
the universal Church. Therefore, every Catholic organization should be 
prepared to make sacrifices and to forego private advanjages where 
necessary to further the wider ends of Oatholic organization. 

On this willingness to sacrifice local and personal interests for the 
good of the whole Church will depend effective unity of organization 
among our Catholic societies. On the one hand, the officers at the Read 
of national unions must consider and be tender to the interests of the in- 
dividual societies, but on"the other the individual societies must put the 
welfare of the whole above the welfare of their part. They must be will- 
ing to pay the price of unity, and the price of uhity is always sacrifice. 

These remarks may seem general. They are necessarily so, but 
without much trouble they can be brought to very keen and particular 
application. Wherever there is lack of unity, one can diagnose the cause 
and apply the remedy with the aid of the foregoing reflections. The 
remedy for any lack of unity among Catholic societies is always a spirit 
of generous self- sacrifice. 
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
